DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS 

Claims 1-11 and 17-21 are allowed. 

Claims 12-16 are objecte4d to since the claims refer to a high speed 
channel selector or a high speed channel selector switch in the preambles when 
in actuality the preamble of claim 9 refers to an evaluation board. It is suggested 
that the preambles in claims 12 -16 be amended to refer to an evaluation board 
and the body of the claims , where applicable, refer to a high speed channel 
selector switch. 

Cited References 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Applicant submits two Japanese patent documents which 
disclose optial type switching devices and an evaluation board. 

Schneider et al. teaches the use of a rotary switch with an inner contact 
and a plurality of outer peripheral contacts engaged by a common contact and an 
outer movable contact. Kiuchi discloses the use of a two part rotary switch for 
selecting different tap winding arrangements. Boer et al teaches the use of a 
rotary switch having an actuator of limited rotational movement. Note the 
abstract, which refers to a switch selectable terminator resistor. Schwab et al and 
Dzung et al disclose the use of rotary switches.
